a flexible fi rst side with a three-dimensional pattern protruding therefrom; 
a flexible second side configured to contact a window well; and 
whcarein the window w e ll liner is configured to attach to ^thc] window 

well, 

2. (Currently Amended) The window well liner according to claim 1 , wherein 
the first side comprises a pattern of artificial rocks designed to give an 
appearance of a rock wall. 

3. (Currently Amended) The window w e ll liner according to claim 1 , wherein 
the window - well liner is comprised of polyurethane.

5. (Currently Amended) The window w e ll liner a ccording to claim 1 , wherein 
the window well liner is secured to 2L[the] window well with screws. 

6. (Currently Amended) The window w e ll liner according to claim 5, wherein 
the screws pass throu^ the liner and into a proud section of a.[the] window 
well. 

7. (Currently Amended) A window well, comprising: 

a flexible w indow well liner secured to an inside surface of g[die] window 
well, and having a three-dimensional pattemi-Bnd

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8, (Ori^nal)The window well according to claim 7, wherein the window well 

liner is comprised of polyurethanc. 
9- (Original) The window well according to claim 7, wherein the pattern is a 

series of round and elliptically shaped rocks. 

(Original) The window well according to cl^m 7, wherein the pattern i$ a 

series of generally rectangular shaped rocks. 
1 1 - (Original) The window well according to claim 7, wherein the window well 

liner is secured to the window well with screws, which pass through the liner 

and into a proud section of the window welK

21 . (New) A window well lino", comprising: 

a flexible polyurethanc sheet having a first side and a second side, wherein 
ornamental protrusions extend fH>m the first side; 
alkyd paint disposed over the first side; and 
wherein the second side couples direcdy to a window well. 

22. (New) The window well liner of claim 21, wherein the flexible polyurethanc 
sheet includes HYS DX HT-2090F A and HYS DX HT^2090F B. 

23. (New) The window well linc^ of claim 22, further comprising a polyurethanc 
ultraviolet layer coupled to the first side, over the alkyd paint 
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24. (New) The window well liner of claim 23, further comprising a plurality of 
screws disposable through the sheet. 

25. (New) The window well liner of claim 24, further comprising paint disposed over 
heads of the plurality of screws. 
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
